But the electric m achine w ill l>e ready for 
work at Auburn prison about the m iddle of 
J une, and K em m ler’s only hope is a stay and 
new trial. 


W as h in g t o n I rvin g B is h o p , w ho died 
suddenly in N ew Y ork yesterday, w as a real 
mind reader w ho never failed to convince 
his audiences of the genuineness of his pre­ 
tenses. 
In Kansas City a few w eeks ag o he 
drove throug h the streets blindfolded to a 
jeweler’s store, in which lie successfully 
picked out a sm all surveyor’s needle w hich 
had been secreted in one of the clocks in the 
ease, follow ing the same route that the per­ 
sons had taken iu secreting the needle while 
he was in his ow n room several blocks away. 
The effort was too severe for his delicate 
nervous org anization, and he fainted, 
Ilis 
death w as due to a similar nervous strain. 


C ap t ai n 
F re d e ri ck 
W h i t t ak e r , a vol­ 
um inous writer of war stories and contribu­ 
tor to several sensational papers, w as found 
dead iu his hom e atM t. Vernon, W estchester 
county, about noon yesterday. 
H is fam ily 
heard a shot and a fall at the same m om ent, 
and the Captain w as found lyin g at the head 
of the stairs with a bullet in his head. 
H e 
had recently had som e financial trouble with 
a neighbor, and w as also given to fits o f iras­ 
cibility, but the coroner's jury refused to find 
a verdict o f suicide. 
It was possible that the 
discharge was accidental, and the jury so 
decided. 
Capt. W hittaker was a brave sol­ 
dier in the war, and a member o f several 
army org anizations. 


T he decision rendered by the U nited States 
Supreme Court yesterday in the case of the 
late Mrs. Myra Clark Gaines ag ainst the city 
of N ew Orleans, awards to her estate the 
sum of $57 6,000 for the use of property re­ 
covered b y her in former suits. Mrs. Gaines’s 
struggle to recover her rights began about the 
year 1830. 
Her first triumph came in 1867, 
when the Suprem e Court g ave her a judg ­ 
ment for property worth more than $35,000,- 
000. 
She obtained a portion o f it, and at the 
time of her death in 1885 had a suit pending 
for about $2,000,000, with more than $500,- 
000 interest. 
T h is was the money recovered 
yesterday. 
She left several 
relatives who 
will divide her wealth. 


T he handy revolver made its usual m is­ 
take yesterday morning, when the City E d i­ 
tor of the Spring field Rep ub lica n w as killed 
by his brother-in-law. 
There were real burg ­ 
lars in the house, but the man who held the 
weapon did not wait to ascertain w hether the 
person w ho opened the door before him was 
one of them . 
He sim ply raised the weapon 
and fired. 
N ow he regrets that the fam ily 
did not lie still and let the thieves carry off 
all the m oney and plate in the house. 
But 
burglaries had beeu frequent in Spring field, 
the fam ily was excited when a noise was 
heard, and one member believed 
him self 
fully prepared for them. 
He w ill now dis­ 
miss his revolver and take his chances. 
T he 
life that he so carelessly sacrificed is worth a 
hundred crim inals. 
Perhaps, 
thoug h, the 
surest g uarantee against burglars is the lack 


of wealth in the house to tempt them . 
T his 
is w hy so few editors are robbed or disturbed 


in their sleep.

Gov. Hill vetoed the Saxton ballot reform 
bill yesterday in a message that fills five col­ 
umns of the New York Bun'» space in its 
smallest type. 
The Governor must have 
found the bill a tremendously strong one, to 
require such an immense amount of argu­ 
ment to overcome it. 
But he has made 
a 
serious mistake. 
The 
people are not 
going to read bis tiresome message. 
They 
are not in love with his verl>ose and infelici­ 
tous English, and are too busy to waste the 
time that is needed to read what he puts upon 
paper. 
They expected him to veto the bill, 
and understood his real objection long ago. 
It would interfere with his plan of campaign, 
which includes bri’oery, perjury, false regi 
tration, voting upon dead men's names, fal; 
counting, ami now and then a broken head 
Under the Hill regime one of his ready 
made J udg es recently testified that Demo 
cratic votes had suddenly gone up from 
$1 to $20 apiece. 
It costs so much to get 
elected that Democrats in moderate circum 
stances do not like to run for office auy more 
But this makes no difference to Gov. Hill 
A Democratic tax of from one to five cents a 
barrel upon all the Iteer made in the state 
creates a campaign fund of a few hundred 
thousands yearly, and when this is spent the 
Governor understands the art of “ loanin 
his credit” to certain favored contractors 
and of organizing the W idow McGinniss's 
pigs into raffle« . 
We have not the space to 
annoy our reader- with this “ greatest effor 
of his life ” by the Governor, but we selec 
the following paragraphs as samples of hi 
reasoning because the New York Sun, which 
■ approves the veto, incorporates them into an 
editorial, and says they suffice alone to justify 
the killing of the bill. 
In other words, the 
argument is all ladled down into these para 
graphs. 
They state the Governor’s two oh 
jeetions, to sustain which he spreads himself 
out in ten thousand words: 


"I am unalterably op p osed to anv system of elec 
tions w hioh will p rev ent the p eop le from p utting 
candidates in nom ination at any tim e and v oting 
for them by a p rinted ballet up to the v ery last 
mom ent before the closing of the p olls on electi 
day. This is an inherent right 
under 
our free 
institutions, w hich the p eop le will nev er knowingly 
surrender " 
“ The right of suffrage and the existence of el 
tions an- both m ade absolutely dep endent 
by the 
Saxton hill] ujion p rev ious nom inations. 
If no such 
nom inations should be made, all the p eop le of the 
state would be disfranchised. It is not enough to 
say that such ev ent is not likely to hap p en, 
a bill 
which m akes th e right to v ote dep end up on irre- 
sp onsihle v oluntary bodies, thereby m aking the dis- 
francbisem eut of all the p eop le p ossible. Is equally 
unconstitutional w hether such ev ent be p robable 
not. This result p roceeds not from sp ecial defects 
in this p articular bill, but is inherent in the v ery 
theory of an exclusiv e official liallot up efn which the 
bill is frame« !.’’ 
What civic virtue shines forth in the first 
objection. 
The different parties have all put 
their candidates in nomination for all the of 
fices, and election day arrives. 
But there 
may be a voter here or there who can never 
vote either the Republican, the Democratic, 
the Prohibition, ihe Labor, or auy other 
ticket of a party organization. 
His individ 
ual vote, cast for Jake Dusenberry or Tom 
J oses, is not going to count and is not likely 
to lie noted even among the 
“ scattering;” 
but it is his right to vote for Dusenberry or 
Jones, and to protect him in this utterly 
worthless right, the Democratic briber, bull­ 
dozer, repeater and ballot box stuffer must l>e 
left free to pursue their nefarious work. 
Or 
there may come to the polls an irrepressible 
humorist who deems it a great stroke of 
wit to cast his vote for “ Jeff Davis” or “ Pea­ 
nut H ill,” as was done in a few instances at 
town meetings last spring. 
The humorist too 
must 
be 
protected, 
for 
there 
would 
be 
no 
fun 
at 
elections 
without 
him. 
But 
after 
all, 
the 
“ rig ht” 
of the one lonesome crank or humorist, say 
in each county or state, is not of the slightest 
value in its effect upon the election, while on 
the other hand the rights which the vetoed 
hill would protect are those of the most 
sacred consequence to every citizen, and the 
Governor’s action continues the 
peril to 
which they arc subjected at every poll which 
conscienceless demagogues of the David B. 
Hill pattern undertake to manipulate. 
Now take the second objection. 
It is like 
the first, only “ more so.” 
He finds that the 
Saxton bill would disfranchise the people en­ 
tirely if no nominations were to be made pre­ 
vious to an election. 
lie admits that such a 
thing would not be likely to happen; he 
cannot conjure up a state of circumstances in 
which it could possibly happen; he aeknowl 
edges that he is defending a w holly imprac­ 
tical 
and 
fanciful 
idea. 
But 
he 
op­ 
poses 
this 
to a great and pressing re­ 
form which everybody demands. 
As well 
might lie object to marriage because it “would 
give every w ife the chance to poi« on her hus­ 
band ; to the existence of churches because they 
could possibly become hotbeds of infidelity, 
anarchy and all social evils; or to our school 
system because all the teachers could unite to 
teach burglary and sneak thieving. 
This is 
the sort of log ic which our Governor, called 
by his admirers “ David the Astute,” deals 
out to the intelligent |>eople of the state of 
New-York. 
And other Democrats, eager to 
profit by the crimes against the ballot whit 
he upholds and upon which he stakes his po 
litical future, applaud and shout: “ Great is 
reform, and David is its prophet ! ” 
Democratic votes will, as a consequence of 
this veto, continue to command $2.’) apiece 
The quotation lias not l>een changed since it 
was announced just after the election last 
fall from the bupreme bench or this judicial 
district.

THE BALLOT REFORM VETO 


Gov. Hill vetoed the Saxton ballot reform 
bill yesterday in a message that fills five col­ 
umns of the New York Hun’» space in its 
smallest type. 
The Governor must have 
found the bill a tremendously strong one, to 
require such an immense amount of argu­ 
ment to overcome it. 
But he has made 
a 
serious mistake. 
The 
people are not 
going to read bis tiresome message. 
They 
are not in love with his verbose and iufelici­ 
tous English, and are too busy to waste the 
time that is needed to read what he puts upon 
paper. 
They expected him to veto the bill, 
and understood his real objection long a?o. 
It would interfere with his plan of campaign, 
which includes bribery, perjury, false regis 
tration, voting upon dead men’s names, false 
counting, and now and then a broken head. 
Under the Hill regime one of his ready­ 
made Judges recently testified that Demo­ 
cratic votes had suddenly gone tip from 
$1 to $25 apiece. 
It costs so much to get 
elected that Democrats in moderate circum­ 
stances do not like to run for office any more. 
But this makes no difference to Gov. Hill. 
A Democratic tax of from one to five cents a 
barrel upon all the Iteer made in the state 
creates a campaign fund of a few hundred 
thousands yearly, and when this is spent the 
Governor understands the art of “ loaning 
his credit ” to certain favored contractors 
and of organizing the Widow McGinniss's 
pigs into raffles. 
We have not the space to 
annoy our readers with this “ greatest effort 
of his life ” by the Governor, but we select 
the following paragraphs as samples of his 
reasoning because the New York Sun, which 
approves the veto, incorporates them into an 
editorial, and says they suffice alone to justify 
the killing of the bill. 
In other words, the 
argument is nil boiled down into these para 
graphs. 
The5’ state the Governor’s two ob 
jeclions, to sustain which he spreads himself 
out in ten thousand words: 


“ I am unalterably opposed to any system of elec­ 
tions w hich will prevent the people from putting 
candidates in nomination at any tim e and voting 
for them by a printed ballot up to the very last 
mom ent before- the closing of the polls on election 
day. This is an inherent right 
under 
our free 
institutions, which the people will never knowingly 
surrender." 
“The right of suffrage and the existence of elec 
tions are both made absolutely dependent 
by the 
Saxton bill] upon previous nominations. 
If no such 
nom inations should be made, all the people of the 
state would be disfranchised. It is not enough to 
sav th at such event is not likely to happen. 
A bill 
w hich m akes the right to vote depend upon irre­ 
sponsible voluntary bodies, thereby m aking the dis 
franchisem ent of all the people possible. Is equally 
unconstitutional w hether such event be probable or 
not. This result proceeds not from special defects 
in this particular hill, but is iuherent in the very 
theory of an exclusive official ballot updh which the 
bill is fram ed.-' 
What civic virtue shines forth in the first 
objection. 
The different parties have all put 
their candidates in nomination for all the of 
fices, and election day arrives. 
But there 
may be a voter here or there who can never 
vote cither the Republican, the Democratic 
the Prohibition, the Lalior, or auy other 
ticket of a party organization. 
His individ 
ual vote, cast for Jake Dusenlierrv or Tom 
Joses, is not going to count and is not likely 
to Ik: noted even among the “scattering; ’ 
but it is his right to vote for Dusenberry or 
Jones, and to protect him in this utterly 
worthless right, the Democratic briber, bull 
dozer, repeater and ballot lx>x stuffer must l>e 
left free to pursue their nefarious work. 
Or 
there may come to the polls an irrepressible 
humorist who deems it a great stroke of 
wit to oast his vote for ‘ Jeff Davis” or “ Pea 
nut H ill,” as was done in a few instance 
town meetings last spring. 
The humorist too 
must 
be 
protected, 
for 
there 
would 
be 
no 
fun 
at 
elections 
without 
him. 
But 
after 
all, 
the 
“ right 
of the one lonesome crank or humorist, say 
in each county or state, is not of the slightest 
value in its effect upon the election, while on 
the other hand the rights which ihc vetoed 
bill would protect are those of the most 
sacred consequence to every citizen, and the 
Governor’s action continues the 
peril 
which they are subjected at every jxdl which 
conscienceless demagogues of the David B 
Hill pattern undertake to manipulate. 
Now take the second objection. 
It is like 
the first, only “ more so.” 
He finds that the 
Saxton bill would disfranchise the people en 
lirely if no nominations were to be madcprc 
vious to an election. 
He admits that such 
thing would not be likely to happen; he 
cannot conjure up a state of circumstances in 
which it could possibly happen; he acknovv 
edges that he is defending a wholly imprac­ 
tical 
and 
fanciful 
idea. 
But 
he 
op 
poses 
this 
to a great and pressing 
form which everybody demands. 
As we 
might he object to marriage because it ivould 
give every wife the chance to poison her bus 
band ; to the existence of churches because they 
could possibly become hotbeds of infidelity 
anarchy and all social evils; or to our school 
system because all the teachers could unite to 
teach burglary and sneak thieving. 
This is 
the sort of logic which our Governor, called 
by his admirers “ David the Astute,” deals 
out to the intelligent people of the state of 
New-York. 
And other Democrats, eager to 
profit by the crimes against the ballot which 
he upholds and upon which he slakes his po­ 
litical future, applaud and shout: “ Great is 
reform, and David is its prophet! ” 
Democratic votes w ill, as a consequence of 
this veto, continue to command $25 apiece. 
The quotation lias not lieen changed since it 
was announced just after the election last 
fall from the bupreme bench of this judicial 
district. 
There is to be a big state election 
next fall, upon the result of which hang all 
of H ill’s hopes for the future. 
The price is 
likely to go up, and Hill’s “ friends,” the 
brewers, the saloon keepers and the big con­ 
tractors on state and city works will furnish 
the cash.

stepped out. hut Wilson became the legal ad­ 
viser of the new directors. 
A new sale of 
property was made, the directors being the 
purchasers, and making payment with the 
stock and with the company’s obligations. 
But the matter got into the courts, where it 
was decided that subscriptions to the stock 
must be paid in full, and that those who had 
purchased property with stock must pay for 
it in cash. 
But when the decision came Wil* 
son was in New York. 
Those who tiace these transactions through 
their various intricacies to the conclusion, 
will not be surprised that Wilson was able to 
pay a bribe of $10.000 for biB office. 
But 
with Tammany behind him he will manage 
to repair damages out of the city treasury 
Tweed has come agaiD, and the soft places 
are lieing given out to the bright and handy 
rascals who know how to steal with deftness 
and success.

perpendicularly. 
None of the robbers could 
be seen from below. The Paym aster’s party, 
w hich consisted of M ajor J. W. W ham ,Clerk 
W . K. Gibbon, two non-commissioned offi­ 
cers, nine privates and two drivers, imme­ 
diately returned 
the fire, which became 
general. 
The robbers

placed men 
further up the hill to the right of the party 
and also sent men along the hill to get in a 
cross-fire 
from 
the 
left.

that 
at 
least 
one 
man

the flank ing parties was either 
k illed or wounded. 
The Paym aster’s party 
made a break for the ravine below the ledge, 
which for 300 yards is w ithout shelter; nnd 
five were wounded in crossing it. 
The others 
of the pally retreated further around the 
point of the hill. 
Paym aster W ham , from 
i>ehind the ledge, think ing the cross-fire had 
been silenced, made a heroic effort to rally 
bis men, but they were com pelled to seek 
other shelter, being exposed to a terrible fire. 
T he Paymaster, his Clerk and the Corporal 
were the only men who reached the last 
shelter unwounded. 
W hile part of the rob­ 
bers k ept up the fire from the hill it was a 
very easy matter 
for 
the others to go 
dow n and secure the 
booty, which wad 
in a strong iron-bound box on the foot of 
the ambulance. 
It was opened with an axe 
and the $29 ,000 carried awrfy, with a valise 
w hich they soon cut open and abandoned. 
One robber was seen to be tak en away on a 
pack -m ule and track s of blood showed them 
to have suffered badly. 
At no time was all 
of the band seen. 
Six of the wounded in the 
P aym aster’s party were conveyed in an am­ 
bulance to the hospital here and a surgeon 
and wagons were sent for the others. 
Eight 
m en out of 11 were wounded. 
One of the 
wounded soldiers has died, nnd three others 
are in a critical condition. 
Soldiers and In­ 
dians are out searching for the robbers, and 
troops in New-Mexico are hastening to inter­ 
cept them if they enter that territory.

believed, however, they will endeavor to es­ 
cape into Sonora, Mexico. 
Governor W olf 
ley has offered a reward of $500 each for the 
arrest and conviction of the robbers.

During the lThilnute run of the Charleston 
in the Santa Barbara channel, on Saturday, 
the actual horse power developed was 5,223, 
at which the average speed of 18$ knots an 
hour was maintained w ith 101 revolutions of 
the propellers.

None of the robbers could

W. K. Gibbon, two non-commissioned offi­ 
cers, nine privates and two drivers, imme­ 
diately returned 
the fire, which became 
general. 
The robbers

placed men 
further up the hill to the right of the party 
and also sent men alonar the hill *6 get in a

left.

killed or wounded. 
The Paymaster’s party 
made a break for the ravine below the ledge, 
which for 300 yards is without shelter, and 
five were wounded in crossing it. 
The others 
of the paily retreated further around ttie 
point of the hill. 
Paym aster Wham, from 
behind the ledge, thinking the cross-fire hud 
been silenced, made a heroic effort to rally 
his men, hut they were compelled to seek 
other shelter, being exposed to a terrible fire. 
The Paymaster, his Clerk and the Corporal 
were the only men who reached the last 
shelter unwounded. 
W hile part of the rob­ 
bers kept up the fire from the hill it was a 
very easy matter 
for 
the others to go 
down and secure the 
booty, which was 
in a strong iron-bound box on the foot of 
the ambulance. 
It was opened with an axe 
and the $29,000 carried awtfy, with a valise 
which they soon cut open and abandoned. 
One robber was seen to he taken away on a 
pack-mule and tracks of blood showed them 
to have suffered badly. 
At no time was all 
of the band seen. 
Six of the wounded in the 
Paym aster’s party were conveyed in an am­ 
bulance to the hospital here and a surgeon 
and wagons were sent for the others.

men out of 11 were wounded. 
One of the 
wounded soldiers has died, and three others 
are iu a critical condition. 
Soldiers and In­ 
dians are out searching for the robbers, and 
troops in New-Mexico are hastening to inter­ 
cept them if they enter that territory.

Churches and Christian jieopte have tieen brought 
nearer each other in Christian fellow ship and in 
unity of C hristian effort to reach the neglected 
m asses and m inister to their spiritual needs. 
The needy and the sick have been relieved and 
com forted. 
Neglected children have been gathered into the 
Sunday School and brought under the influence of 
Bible teaching. 
Fam ilies and individuals, h itherto unknow n 
pastors, have been visited ami encouraged to attend 
religious services. 
The meetings have been harm onious and the work 
prosecuted in an undenom inational and unselfish 
spirit. 
The underly ing 
m otive h as been m oral 
reform ation and spiritual good to the neglected and 
indifferent and the suppressing of v ice, im m orality 
and w ickedness within the bounds of the influence 
of the Alliance.

T wo steam passenger y achts, one partly on 
top of the other, are sunk in the Rondout 
Creek on the edge of the south dike, a short 
distance from the light house. 
T he boats 
arc the Isabella and Sy lvan Shore, owned by 
George II. Powers, of Hudson. 
T he form er 
vessel has been run on the ferry route between 
H udson and Catskiil and the latter has plied 
between Oak Point and Harlem. 
Last evening the Isalx lla, having in tow 
the Sy lvan Shore, left Hudson for Rondout, 
where 
the 
engine 
and 
boiler 
of 
the Sy lvan Shore was to undergo repairs. 
On board the Isabella were Captain Rainey 
Theodore Acker, engineer; Andrew Sulli 
van.fare collector, and H enry M inerly , deck 
hand. 
At about 1:20 o’clock this mornin 
the lioats rounded the point of the north dike 
and entered the R ordout Creek. A few rain 
utcs later the crew felt a violent shock. 
The 
y achts careened, and water poured into their 
holds, 
running 
into 
the 
fire-bed 
the 
Isabella, 
enveloping 
the 
boats 
a 
cloud 
of 
steam. 
The 
engineer, 
who lielieved the vessel had struck a rook, 
m ade haste to get out of the engine-room to 
the upper deck. 
Blinded by the steam that 
poured in volumes from the furnace, he 
groped his way to a place of egress, when the 
door fell, knocking him down. 
He finally 
l ached the upper deck, in time to see his 
companions jum ping from the boat, which 
was then at an angle of nliout 45 degrees 
He 
quickly followed. 
Luckily the men 
landed 
on 
the dike, and rem ained there 
until at alx iut 4:30 o’clock, wdien they were 
taken off by Jam es M urdock, a son of the 
light bouse keeper, he being awakened by 
their shouts. 
The y achts lie in a very bad position, and 
it is believed it will require much time and 
labor to raise them. An unsuccessful attem pt 
to pull them off was made by the propeller 
Sweeney . 
The 
Isaliella 
lies 
with 
its nosc on the dike, one-half of the boat be­ 
ing under water. The Sy lvan Shore lies p art­ 
ly on the stern of its companion. 
Its joiner 
work is smashed and its smoke-stack torn 
loose. 
Its pilot-house is damaged. 
It is not 
believed that the m achinery of the boats suf­ 
fered to any great ex tent, other than by water. 
Tiie Svlvati Shore is not subm erged so much 
as the IsalK-lla. 
Captain Rainey gave the following version 
of the accident: " We entered the Rondout 
Creek shortly after 1 o’clock. 
T he Sy lvan 
Shore—the pilot-house and upper deck of 
w hich arc higher than the Isabella’s—w-as on 
the port side, which shut out my view somewhat 
of the light house. 
The night was dark and 
misty , and not being well acquainted with 
the channel, I steered too m uch south, and, 
as a 
result, 
both 
beats 
made 
a 
land­ 
ing 
on 
the 
dike. 
I 
feel 
the 
m is­ 
fortune keenly . 
This is the first accident I 
have had in" nine y ears. 
1 do not 
know 
whether or not there" is a marine insurance 
on the boats.” 
Many people in small boats have visited the 
w recked propellers. 
T he length of the Sy lvan Shore is 85 feet 
and tlie length of the Isabella is 64 feet. The 
Isabella had lately been overhauled and was 
in first-class condition. 
Captain Rainey sent news of the accident 
to the owner of the y acht, and Air. Powers 
arrived here a few hours later.

A special train will start from 
Kingston on the morning of June 24. and ar 
rive at Gettysburg at 6 o’clock, r. M., of 
that day. 
The Committee on Designs, with 
the Commissioners and the members of the 
General Monumental Committee will meet at 
the Court House, Thursday night, to decide 
upon a mouument. 
The following are the 
names of the members of the Committee: 
General George IT Sharpe, Augustus Schep- 
moes, Jervis McEntee, Charles M. Preston, 
the Rev. W. A. Shaw. Judge William S. 
Kenyon, the Rev. A. K. Fuller. Edward 
O’Reilly, E. B. Walker, F. J. Cheney. The 
Commissioners appointed by the Board of 
Supervisors are: J. II. Riseley, W. T. Van 
Tassel, S. I). Burger, T. II. Treraper, C. M. 
Woolsey. Robert Lough ran, Herman Craft. 
Agents representing five granite companies 
will exhibit designs. 
The amount upon 
which the agents have made their estimates is 
$7,500. 
Recently a young woman living in a locali 
ty in Ulster County, which shall be nameless, 
was examined by a School Commissioner for 
a certificate to teach school. 
Among other 
things he told her to write a composition on 
bread-making. 
She did this in 20 minutes. 
When it was finished the Commissioner read 
it nod gave her 11)0 credits for it. 
Referring 
to it afterwards, the young woman said: 
liad ¡a theory of bread-making. 
The only 
time I made bread I put it in the oven and 
baked it in 15 minutes. 
It was burned to a 
crisp top and bottom and was raw in the mid­ 
dle.” 
"W hat I would like to know,” in 
quired a gentlemen present,“ is how the Com­ 
missioner knew enough about bread-making 
to l>e a judge of the composition.” 
"I guess 
he knew about as much ¡us I did about it,’ 
archly answered the young school mistress 
Much speculation is indulged in by so 
called hotel keepers in this City as to what 
course the Excise Board will pursue at the 
meeting of the Board to-morrow. 
One of 
the Commissioners 
said to-day that tin 
Board has settled positively upon one point 
and that is that storekeepers will not be 
granted a hotel license, and that if they sell 
liquor at all they will have to tak« out a store 
license or sell it surreptitiously without a 
license. 
It is also understood by storekeep­ 
ers that they w ill be granted a saloon license if 
they so desire. 
The Commissioner also 
stated that he was in favor of cutting down 
the number of hotel licenses 50 per cent 
which would give Rondout about 
or 20 
"hotels.” 
The foundation walls of the addition to 
the County Clerk and Surrogate building here 
are solid. 
The stone wall is three feet wide 
and eight and a half feet high. 
It has been 
laid upon 18 inches of concrete. 
On the 
stone wall a brick wall 29 inches thick w ill 
be erected. 
Twenty-four inches of this will 
lie solid brick, and the remainder hollow 
brick.

sold since an old colored woman 
named "A unt Maggie” Brown died near 
Kingston Point. 
There is considerable surface drainage that 
should be looked after in Rondout. 
There 
are people who “ put in ” City water and con­ 
nect with the gutters along the sidewalks in 
the streets. 
This, they say, is about the best 
they can do. 
Little folks these days can be seen carrying 
armfuls of lilac and dogwood blossoms. The 
hills hereabout are yellow with buttercups’ 
and dandelions and the valleys are bright 
with spring beauties and forget-me-nots. 
There arc many inveterate smokers in Ron 
dout. 
Men go to and from their work “ un­ 
der a cloud,” but appear happy and prosper­ 
ous. 
Many of them have pleasant homes 
and pretty flower and fruit gardens. 
Chairman Woolsey and Clerk Walker, of 
the Ulster County Board of Supervisors, and 
Superintendent of Poor Saxton, w ill meet in 
the near future, in this City, to audit County 
Asylum bills. 
The action and talk of the Aldermen here 
in relation to employing laborers residing 
here on City work is being favorably com­ 
mented upon by newspapers along the Hud­ 
son River. 


The supply of Sawkill water here was 
abundant during the recent dry spell.

The City Assessors have finished their 
labors in the First, Second and Third Wards. 
Among the sections of this City that have 
been greatly improved lately is Wiltwyck. 
There are many fine building sites on Chcs- 
ter-street. 
Fine views are obtainable. 
Cooler temperature 
and 
light showers 
promised hereabout for Wednesday. 
Milliners are said to be working early and 
late on summer bonnets and hats. 
One of this City’s best jumpers, it is said, 
wears kangaroo shoes. 
A Kingston man has a tomato vine in blos­ 
som in Lis garden. 
The summer trunk now looms up before 
railroad men. 
Horse chestnut trees are in full blossom.

The 35 districts into w hich the City is divided con­ 
tain 330 fields. 

16, 31 and 31, com ­ 
prising 33 fields, rem ain wholly uncauvassed; 18 
districts com prising 170 fields have l>eeu entirely 
canvassed and reported, and 13 districts comprising 
123 fl dds partially canvassed. There are 92 fields 
containing nearly 1,000 fam ilies th a t have not been 
reached by the Alliance. 
Eight churches, with the Pastors, have shown an 
active sym pathy and co-operation in the work of the 
Alliance. 
There have lieen held 
eight 
regular 
m onthlv meetings and 11 special meetings during 
the year. 
The plan and purpose of the work is being better 
understood, which will insure better service and 
greater results in the future. 
H ouse to house visitation has 
quickened the 
spiritual life of the visitors who report this work 
m eans of grace to themselves. 
C hurches and Christian people have been brought 
nearer each other in Christian fellowship and in 
unity of Christian effort to reach the neglected 
m asses am i m inister to their spiritual needs. 
The needy and the sick have been relieved and 
com forted. 
Neglected children have been gathered into the 
Sunday School and brought under the influeuce of 
Bitde teaching. 
Families and individuals, hitherto unknown 
pastors, have been visited and encouraged to attend 
religious services. 
The m eetings have been harm onious and the work 
prosecuted in an undenom inational and unselfish 
spirit.

Two steam passenger yachts, one partly on 
top of the other, are sunk in the Rondout 
Creek on the edge of the south dike, a short 
distance from the light house. 
The boats 
are the Isabella and Sylvan Shore, owned by 
George H. Powers, of Hudson. 
The former 
vessel has been run on the ferrv route between 
Hudson and Catskill and the latter has plied 
between Oak Point and Harlem. 
Last evening the Isabella, having in tow 
the Sylvan Shore, left Hudson for Rondout, 
where 
the 
engine 
and 
boiler 
of 
the Sylvan Shore was to undergo repairs. 
On board the Isabella were Captain Rainey; 
Theodore Acker, engineer; Andrew Sulli­ 
van.fare collector, and Henry Miuerly, deck­ 
hand. 
At about 1:20 o’clock this morning 
the lioats rounded the point of the north dike 
and entered the Rordout Creek. A few min­ 
utes later the crew felt a violent shock. 
The 
yachts careened, and water poured into their 
holds, 
running 
into 
the 
fire-bed 
of 
the 
Isabella, 
enveloping 
the 
boats in 
a 
cloud 
of 
steam. 
The 
engineer, 
who lielieved the vessel had struck a rock, 
made haste to get out of the engine room to 
the upper deck. 
Blinded by the steam that 
pouren in volumes from the furnace, he 
groped his way to a place of egress, when the 
door fell, knocking him down. 
He finally 
reached the upper deck, in time to see his 
companions jumping from the boat, which 
was then at an angle of about 45 degrees. 
He 
quickly followed. 
Luckily the men 
landed on the dike, and remained there 
until at aliout 4:30 o’clock, when they were 
taken off by James Murdock, a son of the 
light house keeper, lie being awakened by 
their shouts. 
The yachts lie in a very bad position, and 
it is believed it will require much time and 
labor to raise them. An unsuccessful attempt 
to pull them off was made by the propeller 
Sweeney. 
The 
l.saliella 
lies 
with 
its nose on the dike, one-half of the boat be­ 
ing under water. The Sylvan Shore lies part­ 
ly on the stern of its companion. 
Its joiner 
work is smashed and its smoke-stack torn 
loose. 
Its pilot-house is damaged. 
It is not 
believed that the machinery of the boats suf­ 
fered to any great extent, other than by water. 
The Svlvan Shore is not submerged so much 
as the Isabella, 
Captain Rainey gave the following version 
of the accident: " We entered the Rondout 
Creek shortly after 1 o’clock. 
The Sylvan 
Shore—the pilot-house and upper deck of 
which are higher than the Isabella’s—was on 
the port side,which shut out my view somewhat 
of the light house. 
The night was dark and 
misty, and not being well acquainted with 
the channel, I steered too much south, and, 
as a 
result, both 
beats made a land­ 
ing 
on 
the 
dike. 
I 
feel the 
mis­ 
fortune keenly. 
This is the first accident I 
have had in nine years. 
I do not know 
whether or not there is a marine insurance 
on the lioats.” 
Many people in small lioats have visited the 
wrecked propellers. 
The length of the Sylvan Shore is 85 feet 
and the length of the Isabella is 64 feet. The 
Isaliella had lately been overhauled and was 
in first-class condition. 
Captain Rainey sent news of the accident 
to the owner of the yacht, and Mr. Powers 
arrived here a few hours later.

Gov. Hill vetoed the Saxton ballot reform 
bill yesterday in a message that fills five col­ 
umns of the New York .Sun'* space in its 
smallest type. 
The Governor must have 
found the bill a tremendously Stroud one. to 
require such an immense amount of argu­ 
ment to overtotnc it. 
But he has made 
a 
serious mistake. 
The 
people are not 
going to read bis tiresome message. 
They 
arc not in love with his veriest? and infelici­ 
tous English, aud are too busy to waste the 
time that is needed to read what he puts upon 
paj*er. 
They expected him to veto Ute bill, 
and understood his real objection long mro. 
It would interfere with his plunof campaign, 
which includes bribery, perjury, false regi* 
tration, voting upon dead men's names, fal-e 
counting, and now and then a broken bt ad. 
Under the Hill regime one of his ready­ 
made Judges recently testified that Demo­ 
cratic votes had suddenly gone up from 
$1 to $21 spicer-. 
It co<ts so much to get 
elected that Democrats in moderate circum­ 
stances do not like to run for office auy more. 
But this makes no difference to (tov. Hill. 
A Democratic tax of from one to five cents a 
laurel upon all the lieer made in the state 
creates a campaign fund of a few hundred 
thousands yearly, and when this is sjsnt the 
Governor understands the art of " loaning 
his credit" to certain favored contractors, 
and of organizing the W idow McGinnis's 
pigs into raffles 
We have not the space to 
annoy our reich r- with this “ greatest effort 
of his life" by the Governor, bul we select 
the following paragraphs as samples of his 
reasoning N-cause the New York S oh, which 
approves the veto, incorporates them into an 
editorial, and says they suffice alone to justify 
the killing of the bill. 
In other words, the 
argument is nil I toiled down into these para 
graphs. 
Tin y 'tate the Governor’s two ob 
jeotions. to sustain which he spreads himself 
out in ten thousand words:

If no such 
nomination* should he made. all the people of the 
state would he disfranch’sisl 
It is not coolish to 
war that stK-h event is not likely to h»pj» n 
A hill 
which makes the right to Tote de,tend upon irre­ 
sponsible voluntary Irndie*. thereby making the dis­ 
franchisement of all the p H fli ptMwfete. I- equally 
unconstitutional w bettor such event I*- ,-ruhnnle or 
not. This result t-r-s-eed* n--t from *p>-cial defects 
in this particular nill, but is mherent in the Terr 
theory of an exclusive official i-nlM updh which th-- 
btll is framed." 
What t it ic virtue shine* forth in the first 
objection. 
The different parties have nil put 
their candidates in nominaiion for all the of 
flees, and election day nrrivi-s. 
But there 
may be a voter bere or there who can never 
vote cither the Republican, tile Democratic, 
the Prohibition, the Lal>or, or auy other 
ticket of a jmrty organization. 
His individ­ 
ual vote, cast for Jake Dusenlierry or Tom 
Jones. is not going to count and is not likely 
to lie noted even among the “scattering;” 
hut it is hi* right to vote for DusonU-rry or 
Jones, and to protect him in this utterly 
worthies* right, the Democratic lintier, bull­ 
dozer. repeater and Imllot Nix stuffer must la- 
left free to pursue their nefarious work.

edges thai be is defending a wholly impntc 
lieu! 
and 
fanciful 
idea.

to a great and pressing re 
form which everybody demands. 
As well 
might he object to marriage because it vou ld 
give every wife the chance to poison lu r hus­ 
band; to the existence of churches l*-oau>e they 
could |>ossibly become hodads of infidelity, 
anarchy and all social evils; or to our school 
system ta-cause all the teacher* rould unite to 
teach burglary ami sneak thieving. 
This is 
the sort of logic which our Governor, called 
by his admirers “ David the Astute,” deals 
out to the intelligent |ienple of the suite of 
New-York 
And other lleniocrat*, eager to 
profit bv the crimes against the Imllot which 
he upholds and upon which he stakes his po 
litical future, applaud and shout: “Great is 
reform, and David is its prophet ! " 
Democratic votes will, as a consequence of 
this veto, continue to command 12.1 apiece 
The quotation has not !>een changed since* it 
was announced just after the election last 
fall from the bupreme bench of this judicial 
district. 
There is to be a big state election 
next fall, upon the result of which hang all 
of Hill’s hopes for the future. 
The nrice is 
likely to g o up, and Hill's “ friends," the 
brewers, the saloon keepers and the big con 
tractors on state and city works will furnish 
the cash. 


A SAMPLE TA MM ARY ITE. 


Tweed is dead, hut his spirit appears to 
have risen and spread its wings over Tam 
many. The spfiointment of Charles Qeorge 
Wilson by MayorGrant as President of the 
Board of Health we uld pa,** for a fair sample 
of Tweed’s work. 
Wbeo the appointment 
was made it was charged that Edward 8. 
Stoke*, the convicted murderer of James 
Fisk and a present Tammany boss, bad suc- 
cesefuily dictated it, and that the considera­ 
tion was a redaction of $10,000 upon the rent 
of Stokes’* restaurant. 
A faint attempt at 
denial was made when the story first ap­ 
peared, lait it does not appear to have been 
successful, for the accusation now stands 
among the current scandals of metropolitan 
politics. 
And now comes a still more serious charge 
Wilson, who is a carpet bagger 


from Baltimore. 
In the latter city W ilson 
w ith his law partner organized three land 
companies, the combined stock of which was 
$1,500,000. 
These- companies 
failed, 
of 
course, but before the final shock came- Wil 
sod organized the “ Highland P ark ” scheme 
for the erection of a big hotel and several 
cottages in the suburbs. 
W ilson paid big 
dividends for a time, lived well aud appeared 
prosperous 
Suddenly the dividends ceased. 
un investigation took place, and it was found 
am ong other crooked things that Wilson bad 
bought the property in his own name and 
transferred it to the- companies at an advance 
of $28,000. 
Wilson and his associates gave 
up tilt- offices they held, but before doing so 
they “ sold assets of the com panies 
for 
paid up stock and obligations.” 
A fter se­ 
curing deeds of 
lands and houses they 
stepped out, but Wil-mn became the legal ad­ 
viser of tile new directors. 
A new sale- of 
properly was made, the directors being the 
purchasers, and m aking payment with the 
stock and with the- com pany's obligations 
But the m atter got into the court*, where 
was decided that subscriptions to the stock 
m ust la* paid in full, and that those who had 
purchased property with stock m ust pay for 
it iii cash. 
But w hen the decision came W il 
son was in New York. 
Those who tiacc these-transactions through 
their various intricacies to the conclusion 
will not be surprised that W ilson was able to 
pay a brl lie of $10,000 for bis office. 
But 
with Tam m any behind him he will manage 
to repair damages out of the city treasury 
T weed has come again, and the soft places 
are tieing given out to the bright and handy 
rase a1* who know how to steal with deftness 
and success.
